Petrograd in Grip 
of Starvation. 


Death Gathers Great Rn 
in Former Capital of the 
Russian Czars. 

Bullets Frequently Cheat 
Famine Specter of Victim 

Nearly Won. \

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Prof. Lap- 
podani Levsky died of starvation in 
Petrograd. So it goes on. 1 sup- 
pose we must harden ourselves to 
the thought that the great city is 
now a city of the dead and dying and 
that as the weeks go news of the 
pasting of one’s friends will little 
filter through. 

I spent many days with Prof. 
Levsky in So16 when he came over 
with Prof. Struve and Miliukof to 
lecture at Cambridge. He was a 
very gentle, unassuming man; a 
scholar pure and simple. He was 
a fellow of the Russian academy, 
which means he had reached the 
highest rank in Russian scholar- 
ship. 


Not long ago another fellow died 


of starvation, Prof. Smirnoff, a very 
distinguished authority on the his- 
tory of art and keeper of the 
Hermitage, the famous Russian art 
gallery. 

People who saw him, say his very 
limbs, his fingers, his face, were 


swollen from hunger. Before he 


died another fellow. Prof. Liapunoff, 
shot himself in despair. Some of 
the fellows like Prof. Struve, Prof. 
Rostoktzf, who is now in Oxford, 
and Prof. Hiskhmatiof& the great- 
est attorney in Russian language, 
have succeeded in escaping abroad. 

The former president of the 
academy, the Grand Duke Nicholas 
Mikhaelovich, was recently shot by 
Bolsheviki. Yet the academy and 
the professors generally bave not 
been specially persecuted. They 
were transferred to the frst food 
category, which allows’ them an 
amount of rations equivalent to thar 
received by workmen, whereas otner 
intellectuals, are in the third cate- 
gory; which ts a euphemism for 
slow star vation. But you may easi- 
ly starve in the first category unless 
you have money and energy to dis- 
cover and buy at high prices the con- 
traband supplies that alone make ex- 
istence in Petrograd possible. 

The population of the city is now 
700,000 as compared with 2,000,000 
before the Rolsheviki coup. 

I think of my journalistic friend 
there Feidelsohn, news editor of the 
Rech, the kindest of men. The 
paper was closed and he was in the 
third category. He ped together 
enough money to d his family ta 
South Russia. Then for days, his 
friends heard nothing of him. One 
evening he rang up the wife of a 
colleague and asked if he might 
come to her. He was not well and 
he was hungry. He did not come. 
The next morning they went to loox 
for him and found him lying in his 
overcoat in the entrance of his fat. 
He had died of starvation. Another 
journalist leader, writer on the same 
paper, and assistant editor of the 
Ruesian Revue was thrown into « 
prison, foreed to scrub floors and then 
sept to dig trenches on the Arch- 
angel front. 

REDs SEE DEFEAT. ‘

LONDON, Fed. 26.—Premier 
Lenine and War Minister Trotsky 
and their higher officials of the 
soviet government “know that the 
game is up but do not know how to 
get out of it or what to do,” ts the 
belief ‘expressed by H. V. Keeling, 
an English trade unionist, in an in- 
terview in the Westminster Gaesette. 
He recently arrived in England 
from Russia where he spent five 
years in close contact with the Rus- 
sian working classes. 

Mr. Keeling, who frankly admits 
that he was at first attracted by Bol- 
shevik ideas, save that Bolsheviem 
in its present phase is nothing less 
than a “starvation conspiracy.” He 
Delieves that when Lenine and 
Trotzky show the slightest sien of 
weakening they will be done for. 
As a resuk he said, they simply go 
ahead “working their machines 
round and round and grinding out 
anybody they think is dangerous.” 

“On one side,” he continues, “are 
millions of people too absorbed with 
the thought of how to get food for 
themselves, their wives and children, 
to think of anything beyond the mo- 
ment and are too exhausted to re- 
sist, and on the other a favored few, 
relatively well fed, and prepared for 
any violence and cruelty to save 
themselves from losing their privi- 
leges and Wipping into the vortex 
of famine. For whatever may have 
been the original idea of Bolshevism, 
ite secret now is simply that it con- 
fers upon some and denies to others 
the privilege of eating and that all 
its other deeds of violence and 
cruelty are ds nothing to the su- 
preme cruelty of withholding food.” 

Asked why the Russians do not 
revolt and smash the whole thing, 
Mr. Keeling said: 

“The Russians have been used to 
tyranny and have a sort of submis- 
siveness which makes them accept 
things, but I can assure you that 
they are sick to death of it and that 
nine-tenths of the people who keep 
in with the Bolsheviki and have to 
pretend fo like them, would do any- 
thing to get rid of them if they 
knew how.”

BOLSHEVIKI SEEK DEBS 
IN PRISONER EXCHANGE, 


OR MOONEY WOULD DO JUST AS 
WELL IN SWAP FOR KOL- 
OMATIANO.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—In- 
formation was received today from 
official sources that every effort by 
the State Department to secure the 
release of an American citizen named 
Kolomatiano, condemned to death 
by the Bolsheviki, had been met 
with demands that either Eugene 
V. Debs or Thomas J. Mooney tbe 
exchanged for Kolomatiano. It also 
was said the Bolsheviki had offered 
to release American Counsul Town- 
send, who was arrested some time 
ago, if either Debs or Mooney were 
pardoned. 

The State Department today made 
public this statement obtained from 
a man who was imprisoned with 
Kolomatiane in Moscow: 

“Kolomatiano was condemned to 
death by the Bolsheviki government 
on December . 1918, and was in- 
carcerated in the Kremlin at Mos- 
cow under particularly rigorous 
conditions. As late as the seven- 
teenth of January, he was kept in 
a cell closely guarded by twelve 
soldiers of the red army whose con- 
versation consistently dwelt upon 
revolutionary politics and particular- 
ly the expediency of slaying all 
foreigners in Ruesia. 

“The representative of the Nor- 
wesian consulate at Moscow ob- 
tained with great difficulty authoriza- 
tion to visit Kolomatiano and between 
December 3 and January 17 had only 
succeeded once in seeing the con- 
demned man. On several occasions 
the Bolsheviki government threat- 
ened to execute Kolomatiano should 
it not recelve a prompt answer from 
the United States government re- 
lative to the proposed exchange of 
prisoners.” 


CANADA AND AUSTRALIA

BRITISH ADMIRALTY LORD IN-

Gen. Crowder, Judge-Advocate-Gen-

Gen. Crowder sald that within six-

would be reviewed by a board head- 
ed by Brig.-Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, 
who was act Judge-Advocate- 
General during the war, and whose 
testimony as to severity of court- 
martial sentences led the committee 
te extend its investigation. 

Steps toward mitigating the sen- 
tences were begun, Crowder 
sald, prier te the Senate commit- 
ten investigation. Practicaily all 
of the men sentenced to dishonor- 
able discharge and imprisonment, he 
said, already have had the dishon- 
erable discharge provision revoked. 
He added that 1206 men sentenced 
to long terms had been honorably 
restored to duty in the last year. 
OPPOSES CHAMBERLAIN BILL 

Provision of the pending Cham- 
beriain bill authorising review by 
the Judge Advocate~-General af 
court-martial sentences was op- 
Posed by Gen. Crowder, who sald it 
would give extremely broad powers 
and authority to administer the en- 
tire system of army discipline.

and that thelr questions will be an- 
awered fully and freely. 

“With respect to their attitude of

thousands of Austrians and Germans 
in Siberia and Central Russia who 
have been trying to return to their 
home lands. Transportation condi- 
tions In Central Russia are very bad. 
A party of 265 Germans from the 
Ural and Volga regions left Moscow 
for Warsaw recently, but only forty- 
five arrived here. 

A German named Hahn and two 
other civilian members of a com- 
mission for German war prisoners 
bave arrived here after a journey of 
three weeks from Moscow. They 
left the soviet capital in a special 
train obtained for their use by Mme. 
Radek, wife of the chief Bolshevik 
agent in Germany, and it took them 
two weeks to reach Pinsk. The en- 
gine of the train was changed at 
nearly every station, and much time 
also was lost because there was a 
constant changing of engineers. An 
engineer would refuse to proceed 
and a new engineer would have to 
be bribed with food before he would 
start. The mission spent 40,000 
rubles for food and bribes during 
the trip. On one occasion there was 
a fet between civilians and the 
mobilized soldiers for possession of 
food given by the Germans. The 


who settled the fight by taking the 
food themselves, 

The refugees brought reports that 
there are 2000 Swiss citizens in Mos- 
cow and Petrograd who are held as 
hostages by the Bo!sheviki, passports 
being refused them. 

Mr. Frick has organized stations 
in Berlin, Prague, Budapest and 
Warsaw for the direction of Rus- 
sian prisoners returning home from 
Germany by the southerly routes. 
The Berlin authorities were asked to 
keep these prisoners until epring, as 
should they now reach the Czech 
front in Siberia they would be 
stopped and freeze to death or 
starve. Likewise, it was pointed out, 
if they were sent home now to Cen- 
tral Russia, they would find nothing 
to eat there. 

Many hundreds of Russians who 
had worked in the German mines 
or war factories, however, are pass- 
ing through Poland daily. They de- 
clare they were held virtually as 
slaves in Germany, being paid only 
a few cents a day in addition to their 
rations. Many have developed tu- 
berculosis, 

That Danish Red Cross passports 
are being furnished Moscow Bol- 
shevists has been learned by the in- 
ter-Allied mission here. This ap- 
parently has been practiced for the 
past two months. The immediate 
cause of the complaint was the ar- 
rival here from Moscow of three 
persons who bore such passports. 

One of the persons was a Dane, 
Dr. Jean Barner; the second was 
Alexia Orsivich, a Bolshevik Red 
Cross delegate, and the third a Jew, 
Gabriel Styckgold, a Danish Red 
Cross delegate. Orsivich and Styck- 
gold are Bolsheviki. They said they 
desired to help Russian prisoners 
from Germany, as aid stations had 
been established at Pinsk, Minsk, 
Grodno and other points ; 

They had 60,000 rubles, and said 
if the British, American and French 
and also the International Red Cross 
societies, all of which are represent- 
ed here, would accept funds they 
were prepared to secure in Moscow 
13,000,000 rubles. They inaisted, 
however, that they control the ex- 
penditures. As the Poles refused to 
recognize the Bolsheviki, the men 
were informed they should return 
to Moscow, as the rellef work al- 
ready was being done. They were 
informed also that the Moscow gov- 
ernment was not recognized by the 
Allies. 

A similar attempt was made last 
December by a man namen Willilof- 
sky and several other persons from 
Moscow, who had with them 1,500,- 
000 rubles. When turned back these 
men were murdered and robbed at 
the frontier by their own people.

MRS. ROOSEVELT GOES 
FROM PARIS TO ROME. 


FORMER PRESIDENT’S WIDOW 
SEES ONLY RELATIVES 
WHILE IN FRANCE. 


{ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
PARIS, Feb. 26.—Mrs. Roosevelt, 


who has been in deepest mourning 
while in Paris, has left for Rome to 
visit her sister, Mies Carew. While 
here she occupied a very handsome 
little house at the corner of Rue 
Villejust and Avenue du Bois de Bou- 
logne. It has a lovely garden full 
of old trees and English ivy, and 
permits, a wide view over the roll- 
ing expanse of Paris's famous drive. 
Here Mrs. Roosevelt spent her few 
days in France, leaving only for the 
trip by motor to the grave of her 
youngest son, Lieut. Quentin Roose- 
velt, who was killed while’ flying 
over the German lines in the Marne 
salient. 
Her constant companion was 
Lieut.-Col. Theodore Roosevelt, her 
oldest son, who left France for 
America on Tuesday. His wife re- 
turned some time ago to rejoin her 
three small children in New York. 
The widow of the former Presl- 
dent also was attended by Capt. Ker- 
mit Roosevelt and his wife, who had 
an apartment in Paris, during her 


v. 
Nevertheless, her sojourn in the 
younger Roosevelt's house, which 
has been empty but for one servant 
and the occasional visits of Lieut.- 
Col. Roosevelt, must have been very 
sad for the bereaved widow and 
mother. It is known only by a few 
that her youngest son spent his last 
night in that house. As Quentin was 
only a short distance away, he had 
come in for a few hours’ leave on a 
motorcycle, spending the night at the 
house. Early on the last morning 
he left for his post and was killed 
in combat.

33 AGREEMENT REACHED 


ON WATER POWER BILL. 


CONFEREES AUTHORIZE COM- 
MISSION OF CABINET MEM- 
BERS TO EXECUTE LAW. 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — An 
agreement was reached by the 
House and Senate conferees today 
on the long-pending water-power 
bill. 

Administration of the measure is 
Placed in a commission com 
of the secretaries of War, Interior 
and Agriculture, who would be au- 
thorized to grant fifty-year permits 
for the use of water power, with 
preference given to municipal cor- 
porations. The bill carries a recap- 
ture clause under which the govern- 
ment at the expiration of the lease 
can assume control of the property 
by payment to the lessee of the 
amount of its net investment provid- 
ed thie sum does not exceed the 
fair cash value. 

This provision has been the cause 
of most of the opposition between 
the two houses and as fi ly ap- 
proved represents a compromise. As 
in the House measure provision was 
made for the payment of the net in- 
vestment, but the Senate bill author- 
izes the payment of just compensga- 


Another section in the bill which 
was strongly contested by the con- 
ferees was that relating to W do- 
termination of the amount be 
paid for the privilege of the grant. 
Senate conferees contended that 
charges to be made should be suffi- 
client only to cover the administra- 
tive expenses of the measure, but 
House managers insisted that a fair 
price should be paid annually for 
the leases and the Senate finally 
yielded.

ACCIDENTS REDUCED BY 
DAYLIGHT LAW, CLAIM. |; 


(BY A. P. NICHT WIRE.) . 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2¢.—Predic- 
tion of labor leaders that a national 
daylight saving law making all 
working hours daylight hours would 
reduce the number of industrial ac- 
cidents, was borne out in the past 
year, said Frank Morrison, secretary 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. in a statement today urging the 
law to be not repealed Provision 
for repeal of the act has heen at- 
tached by the Senate Agriculture 
Committee as a rider to the annual 
Agricultural Appropriation Bill. 

Secretary Morrison cited statistics 
on industrial accidents in Pennay!- 
vania showing that in 181% under 
operation of the daylight saving 
law, the number of accidents was 
43.0236 less than in 1917 and 70,772 
less than in 1916. This was due, 
he said. to the fact that the late 
afternoon hours when physical 
energy is at its lowest ebb have been 
eliminated from the work-day and 
given over to recreation.

Gov- 
ernment, whether it be municipal, State or 
national, has come to be marked by an ab- 
sence of economy. There is probably not 
a government in existence that does not 
waste at least half the money paid by the 
people for ite support. And waste in high 
places has aided and abetted in the growth 
of private extravagance. The time seems 
to be approaching when a majority of mis- 
led citizens will devote their energies to se- 
curing political einecures rather than to 
developing a business or an industry. 

Either that or they will be cragy for soft 
snaps as deputy secretaries or traveling 
commissioners of some alleged-to-be philan- 
thropic organizations with enormous pay 
rolls and huge allowances for fancy hotel 
bilis and éxpenses, met with money begged, 
driven or ground or bulidozed out of people 
who stint themselves to pay tt. Anything 
but real work—that is the ideal of too many 
a foolish man. 

Sinecures do not fall to the most worthy 


asa rule, but to the most unscrupulous and 


the most adroit. Such were almost un- 
known in this country a hundred years ago; 
but their number now is legion; and the 
result is that the budget of the State of 
California alone is greater today than that 
of the Federal government was in the early 
years of the republic.

with us the thrift of our fathers and 
their repugnance for waste. The family 
budget ts just as important as that of the 
State and nation. He who works with his 
hands is not often enough reminded that a 
competence represents not what One earns, 
but What one saves. At the present time 
production lags while society wrangles over 
the extent to which each shall participate 
in the general consumption—without work- 
ing. This is the surest way to Waste the 
substance of a people; and when the sub- 
étance is wasted that equality will be estab.

He who seeks to enter 
that haven by any other way ts a thiéf, 
whether he be a multi-profiteer, a sinecufist 
or a walking delegate. These are the nia 


rauders against whom society, in the new 


ern of social reconstruction, must protect 
itself. This done, industry aud thrift will 
do the rest.

From Land- 
shut he was taken to the Amefrt- 
dan oficerm prison camp at Villingen 
and sent from there to Switzerland 
and then France, eighteen days 
after the armistice was signed.
